litical hypnotism. 
The leaders there 


have not been at all impressed with 
the possibility of 
making Governor 


Smith the nominee 
and developing 


prohibition as an issue. For to nom- 
inate Mr. Smith is to make prohibi- 
tion a. paramount campaign question, 
especially In the dry states, which far 
out-number the wet states at present. 


FIRST SINCE WILSON 


The 
Smith, managers 
have been 


coaxing the anti-Smith and neutral 
groups to get on the band wagon, ar- 
guing that the New York governor Is 
the first Democrat since "Wilson, who 
lias a real chance to win. This argu- 
ment perhaps more than any other Is 
the one that will count ultimately it 
any Smith delegates are to be obtain- 
ed in the states like North Carolina. 


The chief difficulty, and it is one 


that will be impracticable in many 
instances to surmount before the con- 
ventions, is that a line-up, for Smith 
at this time means local 
factional 


trouble. 
The Smith managers know 


•r'-this- anct'-are"not keen "to" force-a-puts- 


lie commitment in places where It is 
just as well for local reasons to have 
a delegation go uninstructed. 


To come out in support of the New 


York governor at 
this time spells 


trouble for many a political leader. 
Yet In the excitement of a conven- 
tion, when votes are shifted In ballot 
after ballot, it is possible to swing a 
delegation more readily and without 
fear of permanent injury to state's 
political line-up. 


This much is already becoming ap- 


parent—the southern states want, a 
real dry plank. If Al Smith will give 
a bill of particulars as to how he 
would enforce prohibition as presi- 
dent, it would co a long way toward 
winning , the 
uninstructcd 
delega- 


tions. The kind of plank which would 
satisfy tho south will have to include 
first 3, pledge to 
uphold the ISth 


.imendment and the Volstead act so 
long- as they are in effect, and to out- 
line thereafter some important steps 
that might be taken to carry out the 


,y spirit as well as the letters of the law. 


TOLERANCE QUESTION 


By subtracting the prohibition ques- 


tion, the only question that would 
remain would be that of tolerance. 
The southern 
political leaders 
are 


themselves aware that it is a two- 
edged sword and would like to-avoid 
it altogether. 
The selection of a 


southerner as candidate for vice pres- 
irlent and the natural preponderance 
of Democratic votes are counted upon 
to assure the usual electoral vote of 
•the south, though this does not mean 
the question is by any means closed. 


Possibilities of an independent tick- 


et to he headed by someone of the 
type of Tom Heflin of Alabama are 
still being discussed and may serve to 
complicate 
the 
situation 
in 
some 


states. Funds for the formation of a 
third party in the south will probab- 
ly be forthcoming and it is conceivable 
that in certain border states a three 
cornered fight would throw the elec- 
toral vote to the minority of Republi- 
cans, just as the Bull Moose contro- 
versy with the regular republicans in 
1912 awarded the electoral vote 
of 


many states to the democrats.

posed abandonment of the Kaukauna- 
Neenah line at the city hall Wednes 
day morning. 


The move to compromise came from 


the city of Appleton represented by 
Mayor Albert C. Rule and the town 
of Grand Chute represented by A. W. 
Laabs, town chairman. 
Mayor Rule 


was the first to make the suggestion 
when he advised A. R. MacDonald 
railroad commissioner, that the Apple- 
ton hearing was requested so the city 
attorney might obtain information as 
to what plan of compromise the pow 
er 
company 
would 
approve. 
Mr. 


Laabs also approved the compromise 
plan and asked the necessary pro- 
cedure. 
J. D. Shaw, power com- 


pany attorney, said the method would 
be by contract approved by the elec-

pacy, Bishop Dickey had given to the 
church 21 years of. educational service 
including eight a.s a professor at Km- 
ory College and thirteen as president 
of the. same institution. 


Bishop Dickey was born at Jc-ffer- 


sonville, Ga., May 1.1, 
1SG4, 
the son 


of Rev. James Madison 
Dickey, 
a 


Methodist clergyman. 
He was edu- 


cated at Emory College, Oxford. Ga., 
and a few weeks after receiving his 
degree was admitted to trial in the 
Xorth Georgia Conference. 
His first 


appointment was as an assistant pro- 
fessor at Emory College, where later 


became a full professor nnd served 


from 18!)1 to IS!)!) as teacher of men- 
al and moral science, history

Hoover Taxes Facilities to 


Utmost in Relieving Situa 
tion in South

Washington — The spring of 1927 


saw the worst flood in the history of 
the Mississippi valley. 
Six hundred 


and fifty thousand people were home- 
less, barns and houses were floating 
down toward the Gulf, crumbling le- 
vees had chased 
thousands to 
the 


refuge camps on high grounds, crops 
were ruined, everything was lost and 
disease stalked in the wake of grim 
desolation. 


Into this crisis, President Coolidge 


sent Herbert Hoover as director of 
relief forces. 
The man who had fed 


and clothed hungry and shivering Eu- 
rope went among his own people on a 
similar mission. 


Hoover wasted no time. Even before 


he left Washington, the telegraph and 
telephone wires were humming. 


How many tents did the army have? 


Fine! Send 40.00U of them to such and 
such cities. 
Get 100,000 more ready 


for use when called for. Send every 
available cot to cities like Memphis 
and Vicksburg. 
Ship 200,000 
army 


blankets. 
Commandeer 
all 
small 


boats, barges and the like. • Select 
sites on 
high 
ground 
for refugee 


camps. Set up telephones, telegraphs 
and radios. 
Summon 
every doctor 


and nurse available. 
See that every 


refugee in every camp is inoculated 
against 
typhoid 
and 
vaccinated 


against small pox. Get the army en- 
gineers busy designating those camps 
so they will be sanitary. 
Get cloth- 


ing, food supplies, medicine, mosquito 
netting. 
Buy everything possible in 


the flood zone so as to steady the 
markets there as much as possible. 


Such was Hoover on the eve of his 


departure for Xew Orleans. 


The story of that heroic fight is 


too fresh, in the minds of readers to 
require repetition here, but it might 
be well to show how Hoover went 
about it. 


He described the task thus: 
"The first thing to Consider at all 


costs is to get all of those people ou 
of danger. They must be rescued who 
ther they want it or not. 


"Xext, 
they must all be got int 


carnps. They must be fed and clothe' 
and inoculated so there \\i\l be 
n 


epidemics. 


"Third, we'll have to get them bacl 


into their old jobs and on their 
own 


farms and plantations. 
\Ve must ge 


livestock for them and see that thej 
get their crops replanted. 


"Fourth, we must organize crecli 


for them. They've got to be financed.' 


And thus Hoover tackled the gigan 


tic task with the typically analytica 
mind of an engineer. 


At the end of a long day's work o: 


rescue, Hoover would retire into what 
ever happened to be serving as liis 
office at the time—a. Pullman compart 
ment, a stateroom on a river steamer 
a railway smoking room or whatnot— 
and begin planning the next step. 


"What can these people plant 
in 


this area, after June 15 and still hnr- 
^os>t?" he would ask. "What ran thcv 
is row to help feed their cattle and 
mules, if they have any left?"

poured in. And so Hoover moved to- 
ward the consummation of the big 
task that lay before him. 


Hoover's efficiency was not of

"What are we going to do

"What dogs?" asked Hoover.

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ONE WAY OF WINNING 


The senate of the United States is ap- 


proaching a vote on the so-called Boulder 
Dam Bill for the erection on the Colorado 
River of the greatest dam- in the world, 
675 -"eet high from bedrock to crest, 125 
feet below and 550 feet above the present 
water level, in fact nearly twice as high 
as any other dam in existence. 


From indications it appears that the 


bill will pass the senate. Senator Ashurst 
of Arizona is opposed to it. If a majority 
of the senate is in favor of it, a majority of 
the house likewise, and it receives the ap- 
proval of the president, it not only should 
but will exist as the act of the nation. But 
majorities do not always control. Here is 
the way Senator Ashurst looks at the 
matter : 


"I am prepared to talk' against the bill 


until I fall dead. Of course if my physi-y 
cian orders me off the floor I may have to 
stop but I am ready to talk continuously 
for days to keep the bill from coming to a 
vote. Even if the bill ultimately be passed 
by the senate there will be several other 
opportunities to block it. It certainly can- 
not be forced through the senate until 
late in the present session and action in 
the house may go over until the next ses- 
sion, or in any event the conference re- 
port is not likely to be presented before 
next winter. I will hold out indefinitely to 
keep a conference report from coming to 
a vote." 


This is the sort of a situation that Vice- 


President Dawes tried, and succeeded in 
part, in correcting. 
It has occurred on 


several occasions in the senate. y\ small 
number "of wilful men" but of strong 
physique and voice may, and often have, 
blocked a majority, presumably repre- 
senting the will of the people, by talking 
a measure to death, by standing on the 
floor of the senate and talking about al- 
most anything, reading long reports that 
have nothing to do with the matter, but 
standing there, talking, taking the time of 
the nation and preventing the rule of the 
majority. 


The Boulder Dam Bill may or may not 


• be good. Senator Ashurst may or may not 


be right. But a majority of the represen- 
tatives of the people have a right to pass 
the bill and if Senator Ashurst has deliv- 
ered himself within reasonable time of his 
objections, and his associates have not 
found those objections 
sustainable, to 


, ^nger continue the debate or to meVely 


kill time? is hardly evidence of statesman- 
ship. 


If that is the sort of doings by which 


statesmanship is to be judged it were bet- 
ter to send Gene Tunncy and other robust 
athletes to the senate, men who do not 
tire at standing on their feet day in and 
day out. 


In truth if Senator Ashurst succeeds in 
' defeating the bill by these methods it will 


not be because of strength of mind 
but 


rather because of strength of feet. 


STATLER AND HIS HOTELS 


The death of Ellsworth M. Statlcr 


brings to a close the interesting climb up 
the ladder of success of a man whose pre- 
dominant idea was courtesy to the pub- 
lic. 


Commencing at the bottom run.q- of the 


ladder as a bellboy at S6.00 a month. Stat- 
lcr closed his earthly career as head of a 
corporation owning some of the best, and 
in places the largest, hotels. His list in- 
cluded Buffalo, St. Louis, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Boston and New York, and in the 
last named city he operated the largest 
hotel in the world. Any two of these 
hotels would have provided beds for- all 
the residents of Kaukattna. The operation 
of each one was a stupendous business in 
itself requiring clever organization to Ihe 
utmost detail. 


But the success of this great venture 


was in fact predicated upon the rule that 
"The guest is always right," a rule hard 
of application because of the variety of 
conduct generally attributable to human 
nature. As a foundation for the rule Stat- 
lcr insisted upon the utmost of courtesy 
from every hotel employe from bellhop 


up. 
The existence of the rule and its 


constant application created a popular- 
ity that brought business in constantly 
increasing volume and set a pace which 
did much over a long period oF years in 
helping to place American hotel service 
in its now enviable position. 


THE OTHER SIDE 


In 1873 in a public address Chief Jus- 


tice Ryan of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court coined an expression, perhaps more 
famous than any ever emanating from 
this state, and now actually of national 
use. 


It has been so often twisted and ele- 


ments in it so often overlooked, that it is 
best to give it in full: 


"The question will arise, and arise in 


your day, though perhaps not fully 
in 


mine, 'Which shall rule—wealth or man; 
which 
shall 
lead—money or intellect; 


who shall fill public stations—educat- 
ed and patriotic freemen or the 
feudal 


serfs of corporate capital?'" 


In the desire that "wealth," itself, shall, 


not rule, that "money," itself, shall not 
lead, that "the feudal serfs of corporate 
capital," themselves, shall not fill public 
stations, the other side of the picture has 
often been overlooked. 


Chief Justice Ryan had in mind that 


"men" should 
rule, that 
"intellect" 


should lead, that "educated and patriotic 
freemen" should fill public stations. The 
tro°uble is that those who quote the ex- 
pression,—and it is an excellent one,— 
point their finger of scorn at wealth, at 
money, at the feudal serfs of corporate 
capital, in order that the people may favor 
the election of a^ certain candidate but 
forgetting most times that the candidates 
are neither men of intellect nor the edu- 
cated and patriotic freemen to which the 
celebrated chief justice made reference: 
but too often mere "soldiers of fortune" 
out for a job. 


AMANULLAH'S GOOD WILL 


Shed a tear, if you will, for the har- 


rassed statesmen of Europe, who must 
abase themselves now and then to keep 
small but important rulers on the right 
side. 


Afghanistan is a fifth-rate kingdom, 


and Amanullah, its king, is surely a fifth- 
rate king. Yet Afghanistan, by virtue of 
its strategic location on the border of 
India, is important. AnuuuilinYs good- 
will is needed by the European powers. 


So, when Amanullah visited Paris, 


London and Berlin, they had to be nice 
to him. Amanullah made it hard for them. 
He bought many thnigs in the shops and 
did not pay. French, British and German 
governments had to foot the bill. They 
had to cater to his whims, accord him 
high honors, palaver and kowtow to him. 


Cheerfully would they have booted 


him back to his mountain fastnesses. But 
they dared not. His good-will was need- 
ed. Sad, indeed, is the 
life of the Euro- 


pean statesman. 


EUROPE IS INVITED 


It is encouraging to read that steam- 


ship companies arc looking for a spurt in 
the Europe-to-Amcrica tourist trade in 
the near future. 


For years Americans have been tour- 


ing Europe. Few Europeans visit Amer- 
ica, however, with the exception of the 
very wealthy. It is to be hoped that the 
practice will spread, until a trip to Amer- 
ica will be just as popular among Euro- 
peans as a trip to Europe is among Amer- 
icans. 


For Europe doesn't 
understand us; 


doesn't begin to. 
If Europeans could 


come and visit us as tourists, perhaps 
they would find that we're a better sort 
than they had supposed. The cause of in- 
ternational understanding would be ad- 
vanced. 


AIR CURES FOR THE DEAF 


Col. John K. P. Scott, 84-year old Civil 


War veteran, has been deaf for years. But 
the other day a friend took him for an 
airplane ride from 
Geltybburg, Pa., to 


Washington; and when the ride was end- 
ed the aged soldier discovered that' his 
hearing had been restored. ITc was so de-

persons who regained their hearing after 
airplane rides.

THE BABY'S FIKST BREATH 


Whew! 
I am afraid euphemistically speaking 


though really i don't care a hoot what any ok 
fogy may think, say or do about my teachings, bu 
I'm afraid all the old fogies In and out ot the pro 
fession—and what a powerful lot of 'em there are 
in. both categories—will be tempted to .say .some 
thing when I state a simple, elementary, undebat 
able, scientific ,fact here, to wit, that spanking tin 
baby has nothing to do witk the begining of natura 
breathing. 
This traditional rite—I have spanked 


my share of 'em in my time—is all hokum. 1'n 
net going to pretend now that I always did feel a 
little foolish, and very like a bully, taking advan 
tage of the poor little creature that vuty, but 1 
would just like to a.sk any honest, able bodied doc- 
tor if he doesn't feel ashamed of himself, now tha. 
we know the ceremony with which most babies aic 
introduced to the world is utterly useless if not 
indeed injurious. But wait, grandfolks, \\ait till yoi 
hear the whole story, and then whatever you Iia\c 
in mind to say _you'll probably keen to yourself 
Because I tell you it is all wrong-. Another tradition 
all shot to somewhere. And this one is .so thorou'-' 
ly shot that you'll never find enough pieces even to 
bolster up your superficial arguments about it. Oh 
it's in much worse shane that that other belovec 
tradition of yours, old timers—the "common cold. 


Physiologists years ago discarded the old theorj 


that respiration is due to stimulation from the skin 
surface. They have learned that respiration is due 
to chemical stimulation of the respiratory center in 
the brain by carbon dioxide in the blood. This is 
"as certain as anything in the whole range of mod- 
ern scincee," as Yandcll Henderson avers. Yandcl 
Henderson is a pretty sound authority on respira- 
tion, the veriest old timer must concede. 


AH right, then. It Is about time to pass the 


spanking business, and the cruel and dangerous 
custom 
of plunging the newborn infant in cold 


water, and all that hoary hokum down to the Mrs. 
" amp.s, and try the newfangled gear shift. 


If the brand new bambino's respiratory center is 


a little dull or depressed at first, that is not to be 
wondered at—several hours of compression of the 
head and decrease of blood supply to the brain 
would account for it. Under these conditions the 
"irst cry may not occur spontaneously, and it is 
to the doctor to make the baby breathe. First, the 
baby must be kept warm, for the heat regulating 
function is as yet undeveloped. Next the baby's 
ungs should be gently inflated for two of three sec- 
onds, three or four times a minute until full breaki- 
ng- is established. The most effective way to inflate 
the lungs is by the use of an inhalator containing 
oxygen with 5 per cent carbon dioxide. If this is 
not at hand, then the next best way is the good old 
'ashioned mouth to mouth insufflation, with air 
:rom the doctor's own lungs. This air contains ap- 
proximately 5 per cent carbon dioxide. 


This is the only effective means available to start 


:hc newborn infant breathing. From the scientific 
and practical point of view all other efforts or rites 
purporting to make the baby breathe arc hokum 
n the original sense of trie word—that is, "busi- 
less," making a show of doing something to satisfy 
'he audience.

In due time the high-minded Mar- 


gerete suffers a soul-change because 
of her ugliness. Slowly through the 
years her bitterness against Agnes 
grows. At first it is merely a bitter- 
ness against a person who is setting 
her plans for her country at naught, 
an impersonal feelnig. But in 
time- 


the feeling becomes 
personal 
and 


Margerete is corroded with jealousy 
of Agnes so that in the end she has 
the- beauty brought to trial for trea- 
son, ostensibly for the good of her 
country 
n reality as a measure of 


personal vengeance. The physical ug- 
liness of' the duchess has conquered 
the noble soul of the woman so that 
even her good sense and statesman- 
ship leave h'er. 


It is a story in deterioration that 


is handled with a sure hand. We 
leave the duchess in

tragic figure conquered by a homely 
face and a baboons mouth.

BREATHING RATE 


The breathing rate tends 
to

crease after training by suitable ex- 
ercises. Persons who have been tn 
training as well as those not athletic 
increase the breathing rate when ex- 
ercising but the trained group returns 
to the normal rate much sooner than 
those not trained. 


All these effects of exercise are re- 


lated to the development of the con- 
dition in athletes 
called 
staleness. 


The athlete who has "gone stale" is 
drowsy and without ambition when 
he wakes up in the morning oven 
though he has had eight or nine hours 
of sleep.

Washington — Kone of those who 


make a living by experting on politics 
seem to be making many definite pre- 
dictions this year and after rooting 
around in the available dope and date 
it's hard to blame them. 


The principal question we boys dis- 


cuss in our leisure moments—and so 
does the rest of the town—are: 


1—Whether Hoover can be prevent- 


ed from getting the Republican nom- 
ination. 


2'—Whether Smith can win in No- 


vember. 


3—Whether Smith will be nominat- 


ed at Houston. 


As to the third question it seems to 


be a fact that Smith strength has 
been increasing recently, but whether 
it will be possible to put him across 
•vvith the two-thirds rule still in force, 
is a debatable question. 


The second question is much more

persuasion to rob Hoover of colored 
Republican support in the south. 
_ The main arguments used bj' Hoo- 
ver's enemies are now these: 


1—That Hoover would be a weak 


candidate everywhere. 


(a) That he couldn't carry the ag- 


ricultural west. 


(b) That he couldn't carry the east 
against Smith. 


(c) That he would lose the voters 


of foreign extraction. 


(d) That he couldn't count on the 


negro vote. 


Most of the other arguments used 


against Hoover seem to have broken 


down. At any rate, ont doesn't bear 
much of them any more. Those above, 
of course, are open to dispute and 
the Hoover followers are quick to dis- 
pute them en any and all occasions. 
But the mere fact that allegations 
may be all wrong seldom has any ef- 
fect on politics when nothing can be 
proved either way. 


The 
anti-Hoover 
movement 
has 


ihown unexpected strength in the last 
two or three weeks. Doubt has been 
raised aa to the eventual ownership 
of numbers of delegates previously 
counted in all the Hoover columns. 
There is little question tl.at Hoover 
will show the most delegates on the 
first ballot, but the margin that will 
Insure or prevent a Hoover victory 
is hazy and indefinite enough to make 
any unexpected loss a severe one. At 
any rate, there has been a certain 
amount of worry in the Hoover camp. 


An unpleasant surprise came when 


Senator Goff decided that he was a 
presidential candidate and put West 
Virginia's 
19 delegates, 
previously 


counted for Hoover, in" his pocket. 
The fact that Goff's candidacy is even 
more ridiculous from the standpoint 
of possible success than Jim Watson's 
doesn't bring back the delegates. 


Louisiana, 
Mississippi, 
Tennessee 


and Texas were counted for Hoover, 
but factional disputes between negro 
politicians and "lily whites" in those 
states have raised doubt as to the 
issue m two or three of them. It may 
be that the convention's important 
credentials committee will decide the 
outcome of the Kansas City assembly 
as it has before.

The educational 
activities of thi-* organization were sup- 
plemented by practical work in organ- 
izing co-operative associations, such as 
the early Tobacco Association, numer- 
ous stores and the Livestock Exchange 
of Milwaukee. 


"In 1920 the Wisconsin Farm Bureau 


Federation was organized. 
Its aims 


are to awaken a general interest in ag- 
liculture and to promote better busi- 
ness methods in farming through co- 
operation in buying and selling. 


Development of agricultural co-op- 


eration -was hastened by activity of the 
state government. The first attempt 
on, the part of the state to help in the 
establishment of an organized market- 
ing system was made in 1913 when the 
state board of public affairs was es- 
tablished.
